The yield of silver ban not materially 


increased in the past year, while the pro- 
duct ot gold id larger than it baa been in 
tbo past twenty years. Tbe largest pro- 
duct otpold ever known in any one ycar 


in the United StiiH-s wen in 1SJO, when 
tbo product was estimated as $65,000,000. 
It was 560,000,000 in 1552, and also 
SGO.000,000 in ISE-i. The injrease iu the 
supply of the precious metals during the 
past two years, 13 tho result in n large 
degree, to the extension ot railway facili- 
ties to tho mining camps of tbo distant 
states and territories. 


The product of copper and load has 


not been very great, the gross yield of 
both being only a little over SIS.000,000. 


TBE LOCAL OPTION 
MOVEMENT. 


Mr. Hans S. Gnndo, of Dano county, 


introduced a bill in the assembly some 
time ago, wbich enables tbo qualified 
voters of every county, or town, village or 
city, in tbe state to determine by ballot 
whether liquor shall bo sold therein. 
The first eeohon provides that it shall be 
tbo duty cf tbo county judge ot any 
county 
in 
this 
state, 
upon 
tbo 


written petition ot 100 qualified voters ot 
the conntj, aokitg that tho question 
may bo submitted to them whether or 
not any spirituous, malt or intoxicating 
liquors or drinks shall bo allowed to be 
sold within the said county, to order an 
election to be held to decide whether or 
not, the sale of such spirituous, emit, 
tfdonc ov intoxicating liquors or drinks 
shall be prohibited. 


Tha second section of the bill then 


provides : 


It shall bo the duty ot said county 


judge within ten days after tbo iiling o£ 
[jjiiel pohtjon, to issue an order, 'for tbe 
hMdiog of sr.id election, upon » day not 
less than thirty nor more than 'orty days 
from tho date oteaid order, wbioh order 
shall be published for three consecutive 


weeks in at least three newspaper?, it so 
many the rj be, published in Bind county. 
It there be not tliree newspapers pub- 
lished in said county, theu besides pub- 
lishing eaid order in as many newspapers 
as ore published is said cojuty, notices 
of said election shall be posted up in 
at least three conspicuous plaoesin every 
town, village ncd city within said oouuty; 
aud it shall be the duty ol the town, vil- 
lage or city clerk to see to tho posting 
up of said notices, Said election shall 
not be held within sixty days oJ tho gen- 
oral {all election. 


Another seotiou, making it the duty of 


the district attorney s, mayors of uitiep, 
Justices oJ the peace and members oC 
;own and village boards to eoe that the 
provisions of the law are rigidly entonoa, 
constitute tha chief features of tho bill'

hat are of vital importance, and in brie 
re these: The bill should distinctly 
peoify the judge who 'is to order tho 
election, (is in some couuties there is a 
judge ot probate and a muuioipnl jndge. 
Tho bill should also have a section which 
imposes proper penalties for any or all 
violations of the law; or should at least 
impose penalties tor violating existing 
laws whioh regulate the sale of liquors, 


Then, again, as the bill now stands, it 


wonld bo inoperative in villages and 
cities governed by special charters. It 
should provide that all such charters are 
suspended so far as any oC their provis- 
ions oonlhct with this act, but for no 
other purpose. 


Again, the tax or lioeneo in the state 


should be increased to $500 in cities of 


0£ 10,000 or less, and for cities of ovtr 


10,000 the license should be 51,000. Mr 
Sutherland is doing some excellent mis- 
sionary work for the bill by having peti- 
tions sent in largo numbers to Madison, 
asking for its passage. Itia hoped that 
the legislature will pass the bill. It is a 
splendid temperance reform messare 
»nd should become 8 law.

S'l-vatlon and draw our inferences from tho 
inost' practical reasons at hand. Yon havo 
heard, of coiirs<!, '-hat tho main difference ex- 
isting botwoon' our mountains and thoso of 
tho old world lies in tho fact that tlicro 
glaciers abound, whereas wo are free from 
thoso terriblo anathemas o£ ice and snow. 


"But tlicro oro plentiful traces of glacial 


action at the head of tlio Arkansas river, ntn: 
about Laltu creek, in tho neisbboi-hood ot 
Twin lakes, nnd on both sides of tho Arkansas 
valley. 
Theso traces aro a remarkable 


feature of tho 
rooks. 
They aro called 


moraines. Tho rocits oro scored in places 
alon"1 tho foot ot tho mountains, and the 
pii3u7ng out of moraines into the Arkansas is 
observed. 


"Another i-omiirkablo iiistonco is seen m tho 


region ot Grand lake, in Middle park, in the 
scoring o! tho rocks in tlio terminal nud 
lateral moraines. Hourly all these lakes are 
tlio result of glacial action. In every ravino 
in tbo glacial period tlicro were rivers of ice. 
As tbo ravines unitu tho ico rivers accumulate 
in the pnssajro down tie ravines, and are 
mul- 


tiplied in junction with other ravines until 
they become p!o\vs of ico. Theso plows pusb 
both to tho right and to tho left, but tho 
greater portion Is pushed on in-front, and it- 
called terminal Tr.onimo. Tho masses pushed 
out at Iho sidca are known as lateral 
moraines. 


ITATUKE'S OWN SNOW TLOW. 


' "This is liko a plow -with a doublo share 
turning a furrow both ri^ht and JeCt. Tbe 
cllcct on the unbroken rock is to scour and 
polish it, and to score it into grooves, sweep- 
ing ovcrylb ing movable before it, depositing 
all this moving matter at its sides am 
directly in front. 
When tho glacial period 


ended and Iho temperature, of this part of tlio 
earth changed it left thoso "rivers of ico pro 
jecting down into tho plains at tho mouth of 
tho gorge, penetratinc tho surfaco of th< 
earth to moro or Iws depth, and rnnninj, 
through until they gradually melted away, 
Tims wero formed most of our mo'.mtaii 
lakes, such as Twin, Grand and Black. : 
onco counted from tho summit of LongV 
peak thirty-ilvo lakes, soino of whic-3 
covered with ice all tho year through. 


"The 
snow probably remains for genera 


tioiis or centuries in many o£ tho snow field 
which yet exist in tho Rocky mountains. I 
think it impossible- that tho snow melts uinlur 
neath and is replaced. It is safe to say there 
aro no living glaciers now in this portion o 
tho Rocky mountains. There if, however, a 
slow, hardly perceptible motion of the snow 
Helds down hill. 


"Frost has been found in many of th( 


minus in the high mountains nbovo timbci 
lino at groat depth. In tho North Star mini' 
near Hoosier pass, frost was found at a deptl 
ot. 14-S feet. Tbo great extent of platta; 
country causes the high teruperuture. of thi 
mountain ranges, nnd is tho cause of tin 
snow melting on", in direct contrast to tin 
mountains o( Switzerland or those oC tho sea 
coast. The mountains of the ^ea coast hav( 
a low snow lino, and it is this which cause 
glaciers. 
Along tho Alaskan coast thi 


glaciers are pushing out into the sea. 


"As for tlio mountains hero, they are mucl 


liko thoso of tho Himalaya range in Asia 
having thi! samo Uigh snow lino. This L 
another argument in favor of Colorado. Tin 
high snow lino insures a dry, bracing, tonii 
climate, 


"Tho 
snow flelds worthy ot mention which 


last all ;ho year around arc situated between 
Long's peak and Middle park. These re 
main during the summer. I have often Ob 
served the glacial action on tho fenco in 
Middlo park. It moves them every winter 
This motion is not great. In fact, it is so 
slow as to be almost imperceptible. Snow 
slides aro very common in Colorado, one 
most common in tho Sari Juan, near tin 
main range. They occur ever}' year, ant 
frequently when snow falls to any extent. 


LOSS OF HUMAN' IATE. 


"Jinny lives are lost in snow slides because 


people -who becouio indifferent to dongo 
through long association -with it will insis 
on building houses in the vt-ronn location 
When snow begins in tho mountains it often 
falls twenty, thirty or forty feet, and so 
covers up tho old snow. Tho ground is frozen 
Tho frost never comes out of the ground 
When wo dig there v,-o always Gnd tho oart! 
fro7.cn. It may bo that the snow gradual!} 
meits away, but as I said before, nobod} 
knows anything about it positively. It is a 
mere roatter of conjecture. There are places 
in tho mountains Tvhoro I don't think tbo 
snow over molts. I don't beliove thero is any 
spot whero timber grows that snow doosu't 
ir.olt. It tho snow had not molted tho tim- 
ber never could have grown. Above timber 
growth perpetual shade cannot exist except 
under a ledge of rock. Tbo sur. gets around 
everywhere in tho summer time". 


"It is estimated," said Stato Engineer 


tleton to the reporter later, "thafcsixty inches 
of vater foil annually on tho custom slope o' 
tho llccky mountains :ii tho form of sno« 
and rain; SO per cent, of this falls during tho 
winter and spring months. That which fulls 
lato in'the autumn and early in tho winter ifc 
most available for irrigation, 03 it becomes 
solid, almost liko ice, and melts slowly under 
the summer's sun, affording a steady How 
through tho irrigaUng season. Snows fall- 
ing in Me. spring melt rapidly, and tho wa- 
tors run down tbo rivers unused. Although 
about, fifty mountain peaks in Colorado reach 
an elevation of over 14,000 foot, yet the snow 
nearly all disappears every season, sicali 
q-.iantities remaining only in patches hero aud 
lucre. On this account thero aro at present 
no glaciers in Lho llocky mountains. Tho 
cold mountains cor.denso tbo moisture in the 
country adjacent, thereby robbing tiro plains 
Of their f|uota ot moisture. 


"Hence tho necessity for irrigation. It is 


quite cosy to foretell the probablo amount of 
water for irrigation purposes fur the coming 
season by watching the amount of snowfall 
in tho mountains. 


''farmers living from twenty to thirty 


miles from tho mountains, or where they can 
watch tha snowfall or. tbo main rango of the 
mountains, havo learned how to gauge their 
crops by the time tho snovfnllsand the quan- 
tity. 1'f tho snow falls early they expect 
water for lato crops. If tho snow 1'all prin- 
cipally in tho spring months they fear short 
water in summer aud fall, and plaut or sow 
accordingly. 


"There can bo no doubt about tbo inP.uonco 
that cutting or burning tho timber on tho 
mountains Las on tho How of our streams. 
They will on this account Ijecome more inter-- 
mittcnt in their Mow, v.'hich is a dr.iwh.ick to 
tho irrigation inUMX'sls uf the state. The pres- 
ervation Of the mountain forests should bu 
encouraged," concluded Hr. Nettlcton cm-' 
plmtieally.—IX'nvor Tribune-Ki.'publiL'au.
